Last year when the
school waa crowded and not seats
enough, they had girls employed In their
homt'8 to do housework who lived out
of the district but who came in on or
about the first day of school free, one

of them being over ill years, the pa-

trons paying tho tax and thuio children
crowded for five months before they
would agree to have the matter adjust
ed. This Is a fact and they can not de
ny it. Murphy was elected trusteo In

1907, for two years, according to his
own handwriting in the minutes when

he was secretary; and this is also tho

statement of men who were trustees at
that time. His timo expired In My,
UKW. A man was elected trusteo to
fill his place. Murphy refused him a
certificate of election and is now serv-

ing as trusteo unlawfully and against
tho will of almost every voter in the
district.
